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THE S2)EVIL IN THE (7HURCH 


Evil spirits are eternally concerned with religion. 


Text: “And there was in their synagogue a man with 
an unclean spirit; and he cried out, saying, Let us alone” 
Mark 1:23. 


FTER CHRIST had been baptized by John and 

He had spent forty days and nights in the wilder- 

ness being tempted by the devil, He returned 

from the wilderness went into Capernaum on the Sab- 

bath Day and entered into the synagogue; and there He 

finds this man with an unclean spirit. Paul tells us that 

the devil “works in the children of disobedience” (Ephe- 

sians 2:2). We learn several things from the text. 

I. DEVILS ARE ATTRACTED TO THE MINISTRY 
OF CHRIST 

Here is a Devil Coming to the House of God. Christ was 
now in the synagogue, the place of Jewish worship, and 
there He finds this devil. This is not the only case where 
the devil came among the worshipers of God. It was so in 
the days of Job when the sons of God came to present 
themselves before the Lord, that the devil came also 
among them to present himself before the Lord. The devil 
goes to church to “blind the eyes of men” 2 Corinthians 
4:4 so that men may not see the beauty of holiness in the 
worship of God. It has been said, “Wherever there is a 
preacher in the pulpit there is a devil in the pew” to car- 
ry off the good seed if it be neglected. 

The devil enters the churches today in the way of: 

FORMALITY. If he can get the children of God to omit 
being Spirit-filled and to condone to his device of formali- 
ty, he is pleased. Paul taught the people of God against 
having a form of godliness and refusing to have the pow- 
er of God. 

CARELESSNESS. If the devil can get the Christian 
church member to become careless about his prayer life, 
his church-going life and how he uses his tongue to sow 
discord in the church, he will win a great objective for his 
kingdom. 

INDIFFERENCE. Webster’s Dictionary telis us that to 
be indifferent is to have a “lack of feeling for or against 
anything.” This is one of Satan’s major devices which he 
is using against Church of God members today. Church 
member, if the devil can cause you and me to get where 
we do not have any spiritual urge to go to church and 
work for God, he will soon have us doing anything else he 
wishes to have done. Paul speaks about a people in Ephe- 
sians 4:19 “who being past feeling have given themselves 
over unto lasciviousness to work all uncleanness with 
greediness.” 

Here Is a Devil in the House of God in the Person of a 
Man. The evil spirit came not in a serpent form as unto 
Eve or in some angelic shape; he came in a man. In men 
he lives and by men he works in the world. 

Here Is a Devil in the House of God Confronting Even 
Christ Himself. Here is a wonderful sight, the worst and 
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the best beings on earth meeting face to face in the little 
synagogue at Capernaum, and when meeting, both are in 
the body of a man. Perhaps Christ and this particular 
devil had never met before. 

Here Is a Devil in the House of God Excited by a Ser- 
mon. Christ was the preacher on this occasion and He 
had spoken with authority all His own. The people we are 
told were astonished. They felt the power of His words 
and so did the devil for he cried out “Let us alone.” The 
words of Christ had struck deep into his depraved nature 
and he cried not for mercy; he knew there was no mercy 
for him. The cry of devils is the cry of remorse despair 
and terror. 

Here Is a Devil in the House of God Expelled from the 
Man. At the command of Christ the devil came out of the 
man. This should be the work of the pulpit today. Unless 
the pulpit casts devils out of men it fails in its mission. 
II. DEVILS HAVE NO INTEREST IN THE REDEMPTION 

OF CHRIST f 

“What have we to do with. thee?” The expression de- 
notes entire separation of interest. Thou and we: have 
nothing in common; thou art a Sayiour but not for us; 
thou hast power on earth to pardon sins but no power to 
pardon ours. 

III. DEVILS ARE IN DREAD OF DESTRUCTION 
FROM CHRIST 

“Art thou come to destroy us’? as if to say, “We feel 
that destruction is before us.” “He was manifested to de- 
stroy the works of the devil,” 1 John 3:9. 

IV. DEVILS ARE ACQUAINTED WITH THE HISTORY 
OF CHRIST 

“I know thee who thou art the holy one of God” verse 
24. They knew Him from the ages; God told the devil aft- 
er he had deceived Eve, “And I will put enmity between 
thee and the woman and between thy seedand her seed; 
it shall bruise thy head and thou shalt bruise his heel” 
Genesis 3:15. Their knowledge of Him is misery; our 
knowledge of Him is joy and happiness. “This:is life eter- 
nal that they might know thee the only true God, and 
Jesus Christ whom thou hast sent,” John 17:3. . 

V. DEVILS ARE REPELLED BY THE WORDS 
OF CHRIST 

What was Christ’s answer to their cry? “Hold thy peace 
and come out of him.” Their cry did not touch His heart. 
When Christ was passing through the coast of Caesarea 
Philippi, He asked His disciples, “Whom do men say that 
I the Son of man am?” When Peter said “Thou art the 
Christ, the Son the living God,” Jesus said to him, 
“Blessed art thou Simon Barjona.” But here the devil is 
making a similar confession, yet Christ rebukes him and 
bids him hold his peace. This shows what wonderful love 
He has for us and how shall we escape the wrath and 
judgment of God if we fail to accept such great love? 
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A Christian’s life is twofold. By consecration to Christ he is

Living Only for This Life 

Phillip Brooks once said, “The only way to realize that 
we are God’s children is to let Christ lead us to our Fa- 
ther.” 

People in all walks of life are scheming to make a pre- 
tense of being a Christian, but many are miserable, Paul 
says, yet they live in selfishness, pride, and covetousness, 
knowing all the time something more is needed to be 
ready to meet Christ. 

Paul speaks of a people like this in his Epistle to the 
Corinthians. 1 Corinthians 15:19, “If in this life only we 
have hope in Christ, we are of all men most miserable.” 
If our aims, aspirations, rituals, and ceremonial actions 
are just centered around what we receive here, and our 
hope only in those things, then our life, Paul says, is 
miserable. ; 

Many fall into this scope of scripture. The leaders of 
our government, people in private enterprise, and men in 
every walk of life are included in this statement. The man 
in the little store on the corner might have a hope one 
day of surrendering to Christ. Young men and women 
leaving high school may have in mind surrendering to 
Christ. This is a great hope to be anticipated, yet, if it 
goes no place to be realized, they remain miserable.

The strongest attraction to Christianity is a well- 
made Christian character.”—T, L. Cuyler. If we are living 
to live again, our life will be like Christ and not like the 
world. de 

2 Corinthians 5:17, “Therefore if any man be in Christ, 
he is a new creature: old things are passed away; behold, 
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all things are become new.” Paul said, “For to me (I, 
Paul) to live is Christ.” In this he implied, “My life is 
lived like Christ’s.” 

Many are the people who want to look good, for many 
and various reasons. While everyone is striving to look 
better, the preacher is trying to get a better place in 
which to worship, so when every one gets to looking good 
they will have a nice beautiful place in which to worship. 
These things are all right to do, after certain conditions 
have been experienced. 

Jesus said, in His Sermon in Matthew 6:33, “But seek ye 
first the kingdom of God, and his righteousness; and all 
these things shall be added unto you.” We may have a 
great hope in this life of living in comforts, with no wor- 
ry of temporal things, which God has so graciously pro- 
vided, but are we living to live again? 

The Gain in Death 

The words describing death here do not seem to make 
sense at the first look; yet, if we think of salvation as 
Paul did, it means more at death then at any other given 
time. 

1 Corinthians 15:36: Paul says, “Thou fool, that which 
thou soweth is not quickened, except it die.” Before we 
put on another body in a glorified state, we must lay 
aside the one we now have. “This world is the land of the 
dying; the next is the land of living.”—-Tryon Edwards. 
Death has nothing terrible which life has not made so. If 
we are living to live again, we do not fear what men can 
do to us, who have no power over the soul. 

Readiness for the Future 

This is the greatest need of any people of the land, to 
be in condition to meet the world to come. Philippians 
1:23, “For I am in a strait betwixt two, having a desire to 
depart, and to be with Christ; which is far better.” My 
friend, can you see this part in the profession you have? 
Are you really homesick for that place Christ went away 
to prepare for them who love Him? Does it ever appear 
to you how you will fare at the judgment seat of Christ? 
Nothing is so wonderful in all the world that it can sur- 
press the man or woman who knows he or she is ready 
for the life to come. : 

The world, as a national kingdom, has come to the 
place where the answer. to the future is beyond the master 
minds of our day, as to the security of its welfare. The

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Christ in His death held man in one hand and God the Father by the other— 
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2 Corinthians 5:18-20 
And all things are of God, who hath reconciled us to 
himself by Jesus Christ, and hath given to us the minis- 
try of reconciliation; To wit, that God was in Christ, 
reconciling the world unto himself, not imputing their 
trespasses unto them; and hath committed unto us the 
word of reconciliation. Now then we are ambassadors for 
Christ, as though God did beseech you by us: we pray 
you in Christ’s stead, be ye reconciled to God. 
UR TEXT is by a man who wanted to represent 
God so that the enmity between God and man 
would be removed. Paul wrote that God had given 
him the ministry of reconciliation and he was praying in 
Christ’s stead, “Be ye reconciled to God.” 


WHAT THESE FEW VERSES INDICATE 

Of all that they may seem to teach, the greatest to me 
is that though God was highly provoked and displeased 
with our rebellion, and even repented that He had made 
man, yet He has been so gracious as to provide a way 
whereby lost sinners not only escape the damnation of 
hell, which punishment all deserve, but they can be re- 
stored to favored children of His. ; *: » 

Verse 21, “For he hath made him to-be sin for us, who 
knew no sin; that we might be made the righteousness of 
God in him.” This verse plainly shows the -plan to be in 
Jesus, who moved every obstacle’ out of’ the: way by be- 
coming our sin-bearer. Thus, all hindrarieés are removed 
on God’s part and the plan committed to preachers of the 
gospel, with the terms of reconciliation so that those who 
have displeased Him may hear the treaty of heaven and 
give wholehearted consent to every article. It is not 
enough that all impediments have been removed on God’s 
part—they must be removed on man’s part, hence the 
necessity of preaching, or the great business of proclaim- 
ing the articles of reconciliation. In other words, sign 
your name on the dotted line. 

The heart and secret of all religious service is summed 
up in this one word “reconciliation.” It is the mighty 
yearning of God, the great passion of the Church, the 
deep need of man. This is why Jesus came and this is 
why the great commission is that the gospel must be car- 
ried to every creature. This is why its messengers must 
tarry till they be endued with power from on high. This 
is why we must be witnesses in Jerusalem, Judea, Samar- 
ia, and the uttermost parts of the earth. This is why we 
must unite our forces as a church and cry to every un- 
saved person, “Be ye reconciled unto God.” 
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and they were reconciled.

WHAT IS AN AMBASSADOR OF CHRIST? 

Paul said that he was one. The proper definition is “one 
sent to transact the affairs of one nation with another 
nation. Thus a peace is generally effected between con- 
tending nations; not by rulers in person, but by their am- 
bassadors. By keeping their instructions, their negotia- 
tions are as valid and authentic as if carried on by mas- 
ters in person. So, for us to make the proper treaty of 
peace as ambassadors for Jesus, we must give the terms 
stated by our Ruler, and the unsaved must give their 
agreement to each article. When we proclaim this min- 
istry of reconciliation, it should be made known that all 
are obligated to adhere to the instructions of King Jesus 
whom we represent. The end of our ministry is not to 
make ourselves heroes, nor objects of veneration, but to 
effect a reconciliation to God. To regard what is said by 
a minister as his own declaration will never effect the 
purpose that is intended. If what is said is in keeping 
with the instructions of God’s plan for reconciliation, 
then, and then alone, could it be regarded as the Lord 
Himself speaking. So, lest this treaty be disregarded be- 
cause of your wanting someone other than your fellow 
man to beseech you, which would be no condescension, I 
remind you that when God, through a saved person, be- 
seeches you, just consider the dignity of him who is con- 
curring with you who are trying to secure the reconcilia- 
tion, then act. 

DO YOU NEED RECONCILIATION? 

Some may not feel that they longer need a reconcilia- 
tion with God. Praise the Lord for every true believer who 
has heard the terms and submitted. I charge no one of 
being an enemy and in need of reconciliation if you can 
produce satisfactory evidence to your own satisfaction 
that you are His friends. I trust that you flatter not your- 
self and trust in yesterday’s victories and plead not guilty. 

Among us today there are some who chafe under the 
strictness of the laws of holiness. If not openly, then 
many are secretly hoping that our pioneers were wrong in 
denouncing the pleasures of sin and passing measures 
that curb the little foxes that spoil the vine. In negoti-

the Messiah the Lord Jesus Christ who was born of 

the virgin Mary and the end for which He was to 
die; also the advantages and benefits resulting for man- 
kind. 

It begins with a complaint of the infidelity of the Jews. 
First, the offense they took at His humble appearance. 
Second, the contempt with which they treated Him. 
Third, the prophet shows that the Messiah was to suffer 
for the sins of others and not His own. Fourth, our iniq- 
uities were laid upon Him. Fifth, the punishment exacted 
of Him which is the meritorious cause of our obtaining 
pardon and salvation. Sixth, He shows the meekness and 
placid submission with which Christ was to suffer death. 
Seventh, the circumstances of His dying with the wicked 
and being buried with the great. Eighth, and that in con- 
sequence of His atonement, death, resurrection, and in- 
tercession He should procure pardon and salvation for all 
and also insure prosperity for His church. Ninth, He 
showed how that ultimately He will triumph over all His 
foes. Tenth, this chapter contains a beautiful summary 
of the most peculiar and distinguishing doctrines of 
Christianity. It has been called the Golden Passional of 
the Old Testament. 

Some of the Jewish teachers have endeavored to apply 
this chapter to their sufferings in captivity but this can’t 
be done. There is too much evidence otherwise: Who can 
read this chapter without being convinced that His death 
was a vicarious sacrifice for the sins of mankind. 

Isaiah evidently knew there would be much controversy 
concerning this’ all-important message and that there 
would be much opposition to its truths. Is there not a 
feeling of pathos in the very introduction “Who hath be- 
lieved our report?” The prophet asked this question about 
seven centuries before Christ was born. It is appalling but 
true the same question can be asked nineteen and a half 
centuries after the glorious and minute fulfilling; viz 
“Who hath believed our report?” And it can be asked with 
the same feeling of distress because of the prevailing un- 
belief and rejection of Christ and His teachings and 
standards. The awful consequences are unfolding in cur- 
rent events before our very eyes in all their grim realities. 


ISRAEL WOULD NOT BELIEVE the proph- 
ets, John the Baptist nor Christ Himself. They not only 
rejected the apostles and their doctrines but began a 
vicious persecution of them and all who believed with 
them. John 1:11 shows how the Jews rejected Him. “He 
came unto his own and his own received him not.” 

Before the Father He grew up as a tender plant, a plant 
of renown. The Jews saw no beauty in Him, therefore did 
not desire Him for they were looking for a political de- 
liverer and not for a spiritual redeemer. Christ came 
without ostentation or worldly glory. On the mount He 
calmly sat and taught. 

As a child He fulfilled all the pronhecies concerning 
Him. Luke 2:52 “And Jesus increased in wisdom and sta-

ture and in favour with God and man.” Also Psalm 22:9 
“But thou art he that took me out of the womb: thou 
didst make me hope when I was upon my mother’s 
breasts.” These show He possessed self-consciousness, 
mental alertness, spiritual longing and hope, and a God- 
given conviction. Therefore, He was not the product of 
His age. He does not represent the ascent of man but the 
descent of God. Not the climbing of human into the di- 
vine but the condescension of the divine to the human. 

The orthodox Jew still believes that Christ suffered for 
His own sins a cruel and erroneous thought. By the Jew- 
ish writers He is called Poshe (the transgressor). In the 
Talmud Jesus of Nazareth is placed in hell along with 
Titus and Baalam and is undergoing not only the sever- 
est but most degrading form of punishment. How sad to 
be so blind. They will alter their views some day. The rem- 
nant will of necessity change their views before Christ 
comes as their Messiah and King. Many prophecies attest 
this fact. It is thrilling to read them. We feel impelled to 
mention a few. Matthew 23:39 “ ... Ye shall not see me 
henceforth till ye shall say Blessed is he that cometh in 
the name of the Lord.” Zechariah 12:10 “. . . they shall 
look upon me whom they have pierced and they shall 
mourn for him as one mourneth for his only son.” Zech- 
ariah 13:6, “And one shall say unto him, What are these 
wounds in thine hands? Then he shall answer, Those with 
which I was wounded in the house of my friends.” 


ISRAEL WILL LEARN at last in the great 
tribulation, the time of Jacob’s trouble. when all rebels 
will be purged from among them that Jesus of Nazareth 
whom they crucified is their Messiah. He suffered for 
them to redeem them. An eminent Christian Jew declared 
that no plainer or stronger words could be used to express 
the thought of vicarious sufferings than those employed 
in the original of this verse. The verb “nacah” naw-saw 
(to bear) is continually used in Leviticus of the expiation 
(propitiation) effected by the appointed sacrifices; as 
for instance, Leviticus 16:22, concerning the scapegoat. 
Both the verbs used in Isaiah 53:4 “borne” and “carried” 
are to be understood in the sense of an expiatory bear- 
ing and not merely taking away. Christ did not merely 
enter into the fellowship of our sufferings but He took 
upon Himself the sufferings for us (in our place). He 
hath borne our grief and our infirmities. Jesus Himself 
attested this at Matthew 8:17 “That it might be fulfilled 
which was spoken by Esaias the prophet, saying, Himself 
took our infirmities and bare our sicknesses.” 

In the latter clause of this 4th verse of Isaiah 53 we 
read “We did esteem him stricken smitten of God and 
afflicted.” Nagua (stricken) as with leprosy which is a 
type of sin. Paul said in 2 Corinthians 5:21 “For he hath 
made him to be sin for us who knew no sin; that we 
might be made the righteousness of God in him.” See also 
1 Peter 2:21 “. . . because Christ also suffered for us.” 
Verse 22 “Who did not sin neither was guile found in his 
mouth.” Also verse 24 “Who his own self bare our sins in

his own body on the tree that we being dead to sins 
should live unto righteousness: by whose stripes ye were 
healed.” These passages clearly show that this healing 
was for both soul and body. 

In verse 5 the prophet said “The chastisement of our 
peace was upon him” showing that our peace is effected 
through His sufferings and death. We are brought into a 
state of favor and reconciliation with God. “The Lord 
hath laid on him the iniquity of us all” (Verse 6). “The 
Lord hath (hiphgai-bo) caused to meet in him the iniq- 
uities of us all.” He was the focal point. On Him con- 
verged the guilt of sin therefore also the wrath of God. 
Why? Romans 3:24-26 “Being justified freely by his grace 
through the redemption that is in Christ Jesus: whom 
God hath set forth to be a propitiation through faith in 
his blood to declare his righteousness for the remission of 
sins that are past through the forbearance of God; to 
declare I say at this time his righteousness: that he 
might be just and the justifier of him which believeth in 
Jesus.” Hallelujah! How wonderful! God found a way to 
deal with sinners in mercy and at the same time be just 
—and that on the basis of Christ’s atoning blood. God 
deals with the sin of the Christian on the same basis. 
1 John 2:1, 2, “...if any man sin, we have an advocate 
with the Father, Jesus Christ the righteous: And he is the 
propitiation for our sins.” 


MODERNISTIC PHILOSOPHY sees only in 
the death of Christ the bleeding sympathy of Jesus with 
us. We, too, see that, but we see much more, for His death 
was substitutionary; therefore, not for His sins, but ours, 
He suffered. Let us look at verse 8. “. . . who shall de- 
clare his generation (posterity dwelling age)?” He was 
forsaken in His death. There was no one to testify in His 
behalf. No one came to declare His wonderful works and 
blessed ministry among the people. There was an ancient 
custom that before anyone was punished for capital 
crime a proclamation was made before the prisoner by 
the public town crier in these words “Whosoever knows 
anything of this man’s innocence let him come and de- 
clare it.” This was done forty days before the execution 
but not so in the case of Jesus. But in the first clause of 
this 8th verse Isaiah said “He was taken from prison and 
from judgment.”—King James Version. The Revised 
Standard Version reads “By oppression and judgment 
he was taken away” which seems to be a better render- 
ing. 

There was also an ancient custom that when the sen- 
tence of death was passed upon a criminal he was led out 
from the seat of judgment to the place of punishment. A 
crier went before and spoke thus “This man is going to 
be put to death (method of punishment is stated) be- 
cause he has transgressed by (crime is declared).” Also 
the time and place of the execution is announced. “He 
who may know anything relative to this man’s innocence 
let him come and speak in his behalf.” Jesus may have 
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referred to this custom when He uttered the following: 
John 18:20, 21, “Jesus answered him, I spake openly to 
the world; I ever taught in the synagogue, and in the 
temple, whither the Jews always resort; and in secret 
have I said nothing. Why askest thou me? ask them 
which heard me what I have said unto them: behold, 
they know what I said.” No one came but false (perjured) 
witnesses although “he had done no violence, neither was 
any deceit in his mouth.” 

All the wonderful prophetical utterances of Christ’s 
suffering and crucifixion were minutely fulfilled, even to 
making His grave with the wicked and the rich in His 
death. The latter part of the 10th verse, through the 11th 
and 12th verses, is yet to be fulfilled; viz, “. . . he shall 
see his seed” (offspring) (multitudes of redeemed souls). 
“... and the pleasure of the Lord shall prosper in his 
hand” (in the millennial kingdom). “He shall see of the 
travail of his soul, and shall. be satisfied.” The Revised 
Standard Version says, “fruit of the travail of his soul.” 
This agrees with Hebrews 12:2 “. .. who for the joy that 
was set before him endured the cross despising the 
shame and is set down at the right hand of the throne of 
God.” In contemplation of the fruits of His suffering, the 
joy that He saw beyond the cross, and in consequence of 
His vicarious death, Christ was strengthened and encour- 
aged to endure the cross, because it means, not only the 
redemption of multitudes of souls, but the regeneration 
and restoration of the earth. O glorious thought! 

“Therefore will I divide him a portion with the great, 
and he shall divide the spoil with the strong” (Verse 12). 
He shall not come as a helpless babe, but He shall come 
with the armies of heaven, “and he hath on his vesture 
and on his thigh a name written, KING OF KINGS, AND 
LORD OF LORDS,” Revelation 19:16. And, the rest of this 
chapter shows that the armies of the antichrist will be 
destroyed and Satan will be bound in the bottomless pit, 
and the saints will rule with Christ and His kingdom, 
fulfilling, “. . . he shall divide the spoil with the strong.” 

Acts 8:35, “Then Philip opened his mouth, and began 
at the same scripture, and preached unto him Jesus.”

Is not bleeding 
China calling? And does not this call 
come to every Christian? Have you not 
heard missionaries pleading and 
peaeme laborers to be sent to these 
harvests? 

Is not this call from the “regions 
beyond” loud, definite, and clear? If 
you have answered this question as I 
feel you must, and already have, then 
it is apparently not right for you to 
say YOU HAVE NEVER HEARD A 
. CALL. Surely, all have heard, and are 
still hearing this call—the call from 
the regions beyond. The Lord Jesus, 
who gave the great commission to His 
people so long ago, is looking down 
upon the world and upon the Church 
from heaven, looking for men and 
women to tell the blessed story and to 
support it.

The church has been in great need 
of rooms for the Sunday School. We 
purposed to build these rooms, and in 
February, 1952, started the project. 
After months of labor and tremendous 
sacrifice on the part of our cooper- 
ative people, the addition has been 
completed. We are made to marvel at 
the way the Lord helped and blessed 
every effort. The three large rooms 
are constructed of blocks and con- 
crete and have sufficient solid ce- 
ment, steel-embraced columns and 
floor to support two more stories. The 


windows are aluminum, storm-proof 
venetians. We are fortunate in secur- 
ing a skilled painter. The beautiful 
color scheme and fluorescent lights 
add much to the appearance of the 
building. It can truthfully be said that

the Church of God has the most ade- 
quate Sunday School department of 
any church on the Island. Thanks to 
the Lord for granting the desire of 
our hearts.

We believe there are great prospects 
for a day school, since numbers of 
parents have requested that we start 
classes for the children. Last summer 
we had a Daily Vacation Bible School, 
with more than 100 enrolled, and had 
to refuse enrollment to mone, because 
of a lack of room and teachers. Now 
that we have accommodations, a day 
— could be successful in the fu- 
ure. 

Sincerely, we are grateful for the 
prayers of the friends on the main- 
land. The work is not easy. Battles 
and conflicts affront us from all sides 
at times, but with your continued in- 
terests, and by the grace of the Lord, 
we are determined see more souls 
find the new and better way. 


Greetings ae Haiti

From time to time you have heard 
through your missionaries of Voodoo 
worship in Haiti, how the natives are 
bound by its superstitions and evil 
practices. Several days ago, about 
dusk one afternoon, a man came to 
our gate and wanted the pasteur to 
come with him quickly because there 
was a big “mamba” (voodoo priestess) 
who wanted to be saved. James not 
being at home, we sent for the native 

astor. When we arrived he was read- 
ng to her from the Bible. The woman 
was bedfast, suffering from some mal- 
ady that had swollen her body terri- 
bly. As we prayed she lifted her hands 
toward heaven and, with tears in her 
eyes, accepted Christ as her Saviour. 
Some Christians had been visiting her 
for some time, re g and praying 
with her. She had bought two Bibles 
herself and evidently has spent con- 
siderable time in reading them. The 
Word had accomplished its purpose, 
and a new soul was won from the 
darkness of Voodooism. 

The next morning about 7 a.m. a 
group went out to her “hounfort” 
(voodoo place of worship) to destroy 
the things she had used in devil wor- 
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ship. Leaving the car, we walked 
about 15 or 20 minutes. By the time 
we arrived, a dozen or more people 
had gathered around. We wondered 
how they felt upon seeing us destroy 
the articles which must have been so 
familiar to them. We sang a hymn, 
read a scripture, and prayed. Then we 
unlocked the doors and began remov- 
ing the articles for burning. There 
were: the “ason,” a bead-covered 
gourd which is shaken to call up the 
“loa,” or spirits; various clay pots, for 
receiving the “loa” and from which 
they speak; various costumes, which 
the participants don when they be- 
come possessed with a certain spirit— 
taffeta cloths in the special colors of 
the various spirits, with their names 
embroidered on them; colorful colors 
of the various spirits with their names 
embroidered on them; colorful “wan- 
gas” (charms) and various other arti- 
cles. We pulled up a black cross, which 
was the guardian of the courtyard. 


We set fire to them. As they burned, 
we gathered the watching \'}~ 
around us and explained that the 
“mamba” had been converted and was 
giving up all her evil practices, and 
invited them to do likewise. Some 
laughed and mocked as -usual, but 
others seemed interested and con- 
cerned. One man told us he was not a 
voodooist, but if he were, what he had 
seen that morning would make him 
cane. We trust that what they saw 
and heard that morning will bring 
them to repentance and acceptance 
of the gospel. One of the native 
preachers plans to go back and have 
services from time to time. 

The former “mamba” is still sick. 
Please pray that if it be the Lord’s 
will, she may be healed to give her 
testimony among these people. Pray 
also for the thousands who are still 
bound by superstition and fear, that 
they might come to know Him, who is 
Light, Life, and Love.

ing something about the soul that is placed within them, 
that he, too, might meet Him. A description of the days in 
which we live is found in Matthew 24:37, 38: “But as the 
days of Noe were, so shall also the coming of the Son of 
man be. For as in the days that were before the flood 
they were eating and drinking, marrying and giving in 
marriage, until the day that Noe entered into the ark.” 
People in the days of Noah did not have time to listen to 
the gospel story. Yet God’s Word was sure. His message 
was delivered. Those who responded to that message were 
saved; those who did not were lost. 

Certain laws and precepts are laid down in the Scrip- 
ture, which to our way of seeing things is not like we 
wish for them to be every time. We mention one that has 
made its mark since the beginning of time. Hebrews 9:27, 
“And as it is appointed unto men once to die, but after 
this the judgment.” As you ponder over this message, you 
say to yourself, “I wish this were not true. I don’t want to 
die. Above every thing in all the world, I should like to 
live.” Most people feel this way. The great blessedness of 
salvation is the very fact that this is what is embodied in 
believing the gospel, being able, through Christ, to live 
forever. In John 11:26, Jesus said, “And whosoever liveth 
and believeth in me shall never die. Believeth thou this?” 
We do not have to be contented with just a hope of Christ 
in this world. We can have the assurance that we have 
Him, and are not like others who have no hope. 


Final Considerations 
There must be a concern. You must be aware that you 


need a Saviour, that you are lost and cannot save your- 
self. When you remember all those around you who you 
think are not living as they should but do profess Christ, 
and realize that you are no better off than they, if death 
should come, you will make a start for a better realization. 

If in this life only, Paul says, or just no place but here 
on earth, we have a desire to live for Christ, then we are 
not ready to live hereafter. Nothing but a good life here 
can fit men for a better one hereafter. Such is the life of 
every true Christian. Penn once wrote, “The truest end of 
life is to know the life that never ends.” Every one most 
wants for something, therefore our life should be made up 
of prayer. 

The greatest thing to be desired is to live again. Even a 
rich man was attracted by it on one occasion when Jesus 
told him the method to use to get eternal life, but he 
went away sorrowful. The reason for it was that he had 
great possessions. He had the thing fixed up as far as 
this life was concerned, but he remained miserable. His 
hope was only here in this life. 

What is your attraction most of all? Do you wish to 
live again? Matthew 5:6, “Blessed are they which do hun- 
ger and thirst after righteousness: for they shall be 
filled.” Is this your desire? Do you really want to live 
again? Do you really want to be a good Christian? If so, 
you might start from this hour. 

Matthew 5:20, “For I say unto you, That except your 
righteousness shall exceed the righteousness of the scribes 
and Pharisees, ye shall in no case enter into the kingdom 
of heaven.” God bless you, my friend, as you read this. 
May the great God of heaven help you to see the blessed- 
ness of living for Him here, to be able to live with Him 
hereafter, is our prayer.

ating the treaty, the pioneer fathers found that the 
terms were to humble ourselves before God in repentance 
and restitution. We must confess and forsake all known 
sins. Then we are to shun the very appearance of evil. We 


must be baptized in water and unite with the Church... 


We are not to allow the thousand and one petty things to 
engross our thoughts and time. We must be careful of 
our associations. We must love our brothers and our en- 
emies, too. We must have our family prayer and keep the 
fire burning on the altar of our souls. If our brother of- 
fends us, we must forgive and be reconciled to him or 
we can’t stay reconciled to God. 

One doesn’t have to outright hate to need réconciliation. 
But, unless this feeling of indifference and lukewarmness 
is curbed, I shudder to think of what horrid insurrections, 
direct rebellions, this temper will produce when irritated 
with punishment. If there is a heart of indifference to- 
ward God, be assured it doesn’t proceed from a heart of 
love, and you are in need, O backslidden in heart, of im- 
mediate reconciliation with God. Sure, all known rebellion 
is an outright sign of an urgent need. It is impossible that 
you love so odious a thing, so opposite to God, and not 
have enmity toward God. Take a view of your likes and 
dislikes and see if there is not a need. 

Then, too, take a view of your general manner toward 
religious duties and see if there is not a need. Are they 
done with gladness or with reluctance as a task that you 
are not putting your heart and soul in? If love is any- 
thing, it is an active principle; and, if we have it, there is 
a spirit of life infused in us for that which we love. It 
works when the contest is over. The effort was not just to 
outstrip somebody else. Then, too, if you knew no one 
would take notice of your faithfulness, would you be as 
zealous? 

The last and most important test that shows friendship 
is not pretended is the one established by Jesus. That is 
the keeping and obeying of the entire law of God. There 
must not be one slight omission of any of them. We must 
love them all and not just occasionally perform them. 
“What I fancy and like I will occasionally obey. I can 
submit to all of them but one. That is my besetting sin. 
Can’t I get by and be reconciled?” How I want to say yes, 


but, nay, not so. Our reconciliation must not be piece- 
meal. It must not be made by our likes and dislikes, but 
the big enemy must be defeated. Where are the sincere 
lovers of God? You say, “There are not any. You are 
preaching a reconciliation that is beyond the reach of 
any.” I think not! 

IT TAKES SOMETHING TO BE FULLY RECONCILED 

TO GOD 

The price one pays is to be deeply sensible of guilt of 
sin. When one is convicted of disobedience to God and sees 
in Jesus Christ all that he needs, to confess that the way 
is too hard only adds to the enmity and guilt before God. 
But to be willing to break off with all things that are not 
subject to His divine law will bring about a peaceful set- 
tlement and remove all the hindrances on man’s part. If 
one is not willing to put all this out of his life, then fare- 
well to God if such relations are to be maintained. with 
His enemies. 

Do you hesitate? Is sin so noble you loathe to depart 
from it. It will look different after you commit the act. If 
you have a right to continue in sin, have not I, as a 
preacher, the same right? Are you for agitating a uni- 
versal rebellion in the Church of God. If a treaty is re- 
fused, then can He not break off negotiations and de- 
clare war and offer reconciliation no more? One more 
time let me call your attention to the fact that it is Christ 
in me trying to effect the proper reconciliation. The sin- 
less is declared to be made sin and the sinful made 
righteous. He who knew no sin was made sin. He was a 
holy Child and a holy Man and a holy Sacrifice. Will you 
reject the means to be brought back to God? What 
Christ did is a. powerful reason why you should be recon- 
ciled to God. 

Do not accuse this piea of selfishness. It has but one 
object in view, and that is to promote the cause of Christ 
and win the lost back to God. This thought of Jesus stirs 
my innermost soul and makes me want to subserve the 
interests of my Redeemer’s kingdom. I want to see all our 
people set on one thing, and that is to effect the proper 
reconciliation between God and His people. May the fire 
that fell of old, on Mt. Carmel, fall on our altar, whereon 
lieth the sacrifice, and lick up the water, the wood, and 
the sacrifice, and lick up the water in the trenches. This 
will happen when we are properly reconciled to God. 
Amen.

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MODERN MARTYRS IN GERMANY 


NEW YORK (EP) Stepped-up perse- 
cution of churches in the East Zone of 
Germany is rapidly increasing the 
number of modern martyrs for the 
Christian faith, it was stated here by 
Dr. John A. Scherzer, secretary of the 
National Lutheran Council’s Desk on 
European Affairs. The statement was 
made in connection with press agency 
reports, that, within the last month, 
the Communist police of East Germa- 
ny arrested four evangelical church 
leaders and that three more promi- 
nent evangelical clergymen, who “dis- 
appeared” from the Soviet Zone dur- 
ing the same time, are believed to 
have been seized by the police. 

Dr. Scherzer said that, according to 
reports reaching the European Af- 
fairs Desk of the NLC, the number of 


“disappearing” clergymen is “much 
larger than reported by any press 
agency,” but he declined to mention 


figures. He described the “intensifica- 
tion of pressure against the Church 
and its activities” in the East Zone of 
Germany as “another phase of a tur- 
bulent picture” which caused the flow 
of refugees from East Germany to 
reach the rate of 4,000 persons a day. 
The refugee situation, especially in 
Berlin, according to Dr. Scherzer, “is 
also much more serious than pictured 
by the public press.” Information re- 
ceived at NLC headquarters, he said, 
indicates that the flight from Com- 
munist-ruled East Germany is ap- 
proaching proportions of panic, “un- 
doubtedly related to the fact that peo- 
pe associate reports about persecu- 
ion of Jews with what happened un- 
der the Nazi regime, when persecu- 
tion of Jews and of the Christian 
churches went hand in hand.” 


REVIVAL IN JAPAN SPREADING 


TOKYO, Japan (EP) Revival re- 
pe have just come from a country 

whose language there is no word 
for revival—Japan. Jacob DeShazer, 
former Doolittle bombardier and Free 
Methodist missionary to Japan, has 
reported that from evangelical groups 
in that country are coming thrilling 
burning testimonies of what the Lord 
is doing. DeShazer reports that revival 
is really on and is spreading fast. 
In the Osaka Christian College a 
group of missionaries headed by Fred 
Jarvis, Evangelical Alliance mission- 
ary and Christian Life news corre- 
spondent, had come with the burning 
reports from Tokyo. As the students 
listened, the fire of the Spirit fell on 
them, and there were confessions of 
sin and real repentance. Some of the 
students from the Bible school have 
now gone to the Island of Awaji to tell 
them of the victories. And so it goes 
throughout the country. This sounds 
very much like the revivals reported 
in America in the past two years. 
School groups then, as now in Japan, 
were praying until one or two in the 
morning or all night. 
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SWEDEN RETAINS RELIGIOUS 
INSTRUCTION IN SCHOOLS 

STOCKHOLM, Sweden (EP) The 
Government’s Department of Educa- 
tion has rejected suggestions to 
change the law providing for com- 
pulsory religious education in public 
schools, it was announced here. In an 
outline of educational policy, the de- 
partment stated that only such chil- 
dren could be excused from religious 
instruction in public schools whose 

arents belong to confessions other 
han the Swedish state church and 
who receive sufficient religious in- 
struction in classes established by 
their confession. At the same time the 
Swedish Ministry of Foreign Affairs 
has asked the parliament to adopt an 
amendment to the protocols of the 
Convention on Human Rights stating 
that Sweden cannot relieve children 
belonging to the state church from 
compulsory religious instruction in 
public schools. 

President Eisenhower has advised 
religious leaders that he does not ap- 
prove of the consumption of liquor at 
the White House, and has issued an 
order banning drinking by members 
of the White House executive staff 
during business hours or at any other 
time while at their offices. 


JAPANESE CROWN PRINCE 
STUDIES CHRISTIANITY 

TOKYO, Japan (EP) The Crown 
Prince of Japan sailed for England on 
March 30, to attend the coronation of 
Queen Elizabeth. The Christian Press 
of Japan reports that the Imperial 
Household Agency decided that for 
this the Prince should have a reason- 
able understanding of Christianity 
because the British Empire is a Chris- 
tian nation and the coronation is to 
be performed in accordance with 
Christian rites. Moderator Kozaki and 
vice moderator Kashiwai of the Kyo- 
dan were asked to suggest a suitable 
instructor and Professor Kazo Kita- 
mori of Tokyo Union Theological Sem- 
inary, Tokyo Joshi Daigaku and the 
Doshisha University, met with the 
Prince once a week. Professor Kita- 
mori is author of “Theology of God’s 
Suffering,” “Character of the Gospel,” 
“God and Man,” and “Logic of the 
Salvation.” , 


DEPLORES NATIO PUBLIC 
SCHOOL PLI 

DETROIT, Michigan (EP) Walter 
P. Reuther, president of the CIO, has 
expressed great concern over the 
plight of American schools, declarin 
hat the situation has deteriorate 
“fronra national scandal to a nation- 
al tragedy.” He argued that if the na- 
tion can afford billions for defense, it 
can afford an adequate school system. 
“Millions of erican children ... are 
pen 3 rob of their wy oppor- 
tuni y for a decent and full educa- 
tion,” Reuther said. 


CALCUTTA REVIVAL SUCCESSFUL 

CALCUTTA, India (EP Special) A 
revival meeting sponsored by Youth 
for Christ and featuring Dr. Bob 
Pierce was held in Calcutta in a large 
tent in the heart of a densely popu- 
lated area of the city. The meetings 


were actively supported by many 
churches of all creeds, and resulted in 
over 200 definite conversions. More 
than a thousand persons flocked to 
the tent every night for nearly three 
weeks—the best attended revival in 
Calcutta for 25 years, according to 
gospel workers who have labored their 
lifetime in Calcutta. Each day a large 
number of people attended an early 
morning prayer meeting held in the 
tent at 6:00 a.m. Many outstanding 
conversions among Hindus and Mos- 
lems were reported, and frequently 
the enquiry tent was filled with seek- 
ers. Youth for Christ director Dick 
Reilly has organized an effective fol- 
low-up program, and the good results 
of the 19 day campaign are being 
carefully preserved. 

COMPANY-GRADE CHAPLAINS IN 
ARMY RESERVE MAY VOLUNTEER 

FOR YEAR OF ACTIVE DUTY 


Clergymen holding commissions as 
company-grade chaplains in the 
United States Army Reserve or the 
National Guard may now volunteer 
for a year of active duty, the Depart- 
ment of the Army has announced. 

Designed to meet a critical need for 
chaplains, the new program will make 
available to the Army the services of 
clergymen who can secure only lim- 
ited leaves of absence from their 
churches. The Army has 200 chaplain 
vacancies at the present time. Anoth- 
er 200 vacancies are expected by the 
end of 1953. 

Existing age requirements may be 
waived. 

The importance of the Chaplaincy 
as a field of church work has received 
considerable attention in recent 
months. 

“I can think of no greater oppo ~ 
tunity for a young clergyman ay 
than in the Chaplaincy,” the Chief of 
Chaplains, eg General Ivan L. 
Bennett, recently declared. “There he 
may have a great influence upon our 
leaders of tomorrow. If we preserve 
our spiritual strength, we shall pre- 
serve our country, regardless of the 
adversaries we may face. But if we 
lose our spiritual resources, we are de- 
feated, even though we gain military 
victory.”
